WitlTsOOO aliens arriving on ordinary 
days now and then 5000 on these busy 
days of spring such medical inspection 
as "would eliminate the undesirable is 
impossible under present conditions. 
The consequence is that, after making 
all alowances and deduction, the fed- 
eral health officials have to admit that 
48 per cent, of the 32,000 insane In 
New York State hospitals are of for- 
eign birth, though only 30 per cent, of 
our foreign population is foreign born. 
We hear often of the sturdy, healthy 
immigrants that come to us and of the 
weaklings -hat are left in Europe, but 
here is incontrovertible evidence that 
in mind at least those who come are 
far below our native population. 


There is no doubt at all of the abil- 


ity of our federal inspectors of immi- 
gration, but it is physically impossible 
for the present staff, to do the work 
successfully and the number of medi 
cal inspectors at Ellis Island should 
be doubled and the accommodations 
for this service largely increased.

at Pi evidence Hospital. 
Washington, 


D. C.. on last Wednesday morning, 
May 158. He was 7S years old. Gen. 
Lom ax was taken to the hospital about 
two weeks ago with a fractured hip, 
the result of a fall while visiting his 
daughter in Warrenton. Owing to his 
age and the shoes. his condition was 
critical. The General was the oldest 
surviving major general of, the cavalry 
oi the Confederacy at the time of. his 
death. He was one of the three com- 
missioners of the Gettysburg National 
Park and the oldest graduate of West 
Point Military Academy. During the 
Civil War he was unusually promi- 
nent, is said to have been one of the 
most trusted associates of Gen. R. E. 
Le<5, and to have carYied out many of 
the most effective military operations 
of thac noted comrn .aider, 


General Lomax was born at Xew- 


port. R. L. November 4, 1SS5. the son 
of Maj. Mann Page and Elizabeth 
I Lindsay) Lomax. He was educated 
in the schools of Norfolk. Ta.. and was 
graduated from West Point in iS-56. 


He served in the United States army 


as tir-t lieutenant of -cavalry from 
1S56 to 1SG1 and resigned April 22. 
IS^l. to enter the service of the Con- 
federacy. He was unusually conspicu- 
ous ja the service, and attained the 
rank of major general, commanding 
The dnitriou of cavalry in the Army of 
"\ irsinia.
